Contemplating  a housing  short- 
age the  .housing  office  rounded 
up  practically  every  spare  room 
in  Provo,  Schwendiman  said.  Ev- 
en with  last-minute  space  ac- 
quired for  up  to  400  students,  va- 
cancies were  down  to  177  by  Sun- 
day night  and  were  about  filled 
up  by  Tuesday,  he  said. 

By  Tuesday,  however,  landlords 
ad  begun  re-listing  their  rooms 
when  the  students  who  had  re- 
served them  did  not  arrive.  Some 
of  the  highest  quality  rooms  are 
aw  up  again  for  renting, 
chwendiman  said. 

COUPLES  APARTMENTS  are 
still  scarce,  he  said,  but  three  can- 
cellations had  come  in  by  noon 
Tuesday  and  more  were  expect- 
ed. 

Schwendiman  quelled  rumors 
jat  students  had  been  turned 
(way  at  the  housing  office  and 
id  gone  home.  He  has  only 
•ard  of  two  students  leaving  the 
ampus  for  lack  of  housing,  and 
they  did  not  ask  for  help  at  the 
ffice.  One  has  since  returned 
and  has  been  housed.  He  asked 
that  any  student  with  a housing 
ffoblem  call  at  the  office,  in  the 
Student  Service  Center. 

Some  of  the  emergency  hous- 
jig  listed  was  termed  "border- 
line" by  Schwendiman,  but  it  has 
>en  inspected  and  approved.  He 
isured  students  that  inspection 
teams  would  study  the  housing 
his  quarter  and  work  with  land- 
‘ irds  on  improvements. 

The  only  students  living  in 
Quarters  that  have  not  been  per- 
sonally inspected  are  about  100 
's  temporarily  housed  off- 
ipus  until  the  new.  Heritage 
re  ready,  sometime  be- 
fore Jan.  1,  according  to  Schwend- 
Most  of  these  rooms  were 
[located  through  conferences  with 
lishops  of  the  Provo  wards,  and 
housing  officials  feel  certain 
they  are  meeting  university 
standards.

LONDON  (AP)— Egypt  has  informed  Britain  that  she  has  ac- 
cepted a Russian  offer  to  supply  her  with  arms  and  military  equip- 
ment, the  Foreign  Office  said  Tuesday. 

Foreign  Secretary  Harold  Macmillan  will  discus?  this  develop- 
ment with  U.S.  Secretary  of  State  Dulles  during  their  meetings  now 
taking  place  in  New  York,  a spokesman  told  the  daily  Foreign  Of- 
fice news  conference. 

The  United  States,  Britain,  and.France  are  txpund  under  a 1950 
declaration  to  maintain  the  military  balance  of  power — and  to  pre- 
vent an  outright  arms  race— between  the  Arab  countries  of  the 
Middle  East  and  the  state  of  Israel. 

The  spokesman  said  he  could  not  give  the  precise  nature  of 
Russia’s  offer  or  of  the  arangement  which  Egypt  has  accepted. 

CHICAGO  (API— Ballots  were  ready  for  distribution  Tuesday 
to  some  60,000  members  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Fire- 
men and  Enginemen  to  determine  if  they  want  to  strike  against  130 
of  the  nation’s  railroads. 

The  firemen  and  enginemen  are  one  of  three  railroad  brother- 
hoods negotiating  through  federal  mediators  for  pay  raises  and 
other  benefits.  The  other  unions,  the  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Train- 
men and  the  Switchmen’s  Union  of  North  America,  have  made  — 
announcement.

A total  of  3,725  persons  walked 
through  the  turnstile  at  the  exit 
to  the  George  Albert  Smith  Field- 
house  Monday  during  he  hours  of 
registration. 

This  is  some  indication  of  the 
number  of  students  that  regis- 
tered Monday,  since  all  register- 
ing students  were  routed  through 
the  exit.  No  other  figure  on  the 
Monday  registration  could  be  ob- 
tained. 

No  total  for  the  number  of  per- 
sons walking  through  the  turn- 
stile yesterday  was  released  be- 
fore press  time.  Registration  end- 
ed after  3:15  p.m.  yesterday  as 
the  last  students  entered  the  field- 
house. 

School  officials  said  that  last 
year’s  record  enrollment  of  7,213 
would  be  exceeded,  but  complete 
figures  will  not  be  available  un- 
til Oct.  10,  when  registration  for 
the  fall  term  ends. 

If  the  turnstile  figure  for  the 
first  day  was  equalled  yesterday, 
and  if  the  number  has  some  de- 
gree of  accuracy,  indications  are 
that  the  1954  record  will  be  ex- 
ceeded long  before  Oct.  10. 

During  the  1954-55  academic 
year  8,462  students  attended  Brig- 
ham Young  University,  according 
to  tabulations  through  March  31. 
This  included  all  students  who 
liad  registered  at  any  time  during 
the  year  until  that  date.
